“The members of the Security Council, the troop-contributing countries 
to UNIFIL and UNTSO heard a briefing by Mr. Hedi Annabi. 

“The members of the Council, representatives of participating troop- 
contributing countries and Mr. Annabi had a constructive exchange of views.” 
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
